And What Have You

Bill Rountree, City Superinten­ 
dent, rem inded us this week that the 
Clean-up campaign that started this 
week is m ore im portant this y e ar 
than ev er before. This is the last 
month that the city can burn the 
w eeds, 
tra sh and tre e lim bs that 
are a p art of the C lean-up. 
The C lean-up this y ear runs for 
two weeks instead of the custom ary 
one week and the city trucks w i l l 
s ta rt picking up the tra sh Monday, 
June 19. 
The city can burn this 
w aste now, but if any is picked up 
after July I it will have to be buried. 
Since this will be a m ore costly 
p ro cess, it will ju st m ean m ore e x ­ 
pense to the taxpayers. So, if you 
can possibly do your clean up during 
these two weeks it will be of g reat 
benefit to Bill and his crew . 
It will probably be a m a jo r un­ 
dertaking just to handle the norm al 
load of tra sh under the new system 
until they get the bugs w orked out, 
so it will help if all of the bulky 
item s are disposed of before the 
first. 


We see that Anson is making 
plans for a very extensive su m m er 
recreatio n prog ram that will in­ 
volve their cham ber of co m m erce, 
city, school and churches. 
The program will be coordinated 
by the new head coach G eorge Hop­ 
p er and will include a wide range of 
physical, recreational and cultural 
activities suitable for sm all children 
a s w e l l a s c i d e r boys and g irls 
through high school age. 
The C ham ber of C om m erce will 
sponsor and set up the m achinery 
for the program and handle all of the 
re g istra tio n , but will en list the aid 
of civic, 
church and w om en's o r ­ 
ganizations to c a rry out the program . 
The facilities of the schools, c h u r­ 
ches and the city will be used. 
Among the p ro g ram s 
planned 
include the Public L ibrary Reading 
p rog ram , a sewing and charm school, 
t w i r l i n g c l a s s e s , c h ee rle a d er 
c la s s e s , swimming c la s s e s , tennis 
and Junior Olympics (including track 
and field events for both boys and 
g irls and weight lifting for boys), 
and su m m er community th eatre c - 
vents, 
including at least one local 
talent play. 
We think that it would be well for 
us to keep a close w atch on the out­ 
come of this p ro g ram and see if 
som ething like this could not be 
worked out for the Hamlin youth 
next year. 
We have no idea what the an tici­ 
pated costs of the program will be 
but except for the coordinator, m o st 
of the w o rk ers will be volunteer. 
B ecause many of the w o rk e rs will be 
high school age youth, the pro gram 
will not only provide som ething for 
the younger kids, but it will also p ro ­ 
vide outlets for the older ones as 
well. 
It see m s to us that Hamlin is 
long over due for som e p rogram of 
this type. We have the facilities and 
the people capable of running such 
a pro gram if som e 
organization 
would just coordinate it and get it 
going. We doubt if the lack of money 
would be much of a problem if a 
good program could be worked up. 


Since this is the tim e of the y ear 
for chiggers we thought we might 
pass along the following advice from 
Texas A&M Entom ologist, Weldon 
Newton. 
C higgers attach them selves by 
inserting th eir m outhparts into the 
skin. In 
feeding, they inject a fluid 
into the skin which liquefies the t i s ­ 
sue. This injected fluid causes re d ­ 
dish w elts, 
swelling, 
itching and 
(in some persons) fever. 
Before going into a re a s w here 
chiggers may be p resent, p rotect 
y o u rself against them by using a 
repellent. Some repellents a re also 
effective against m osquitoes 
and 
som e other insects. 
Long lasting 
protection can be obtained by im ­ 
pregnating clothing with a diluted

ing. He is headquartered at 
7'exas A & M University. 
Wiedemann, 
a native of 
Mission, received his B. S. De­ 
gree in Agricultural Engineer­ 
ing from Texas A & M Uni­ 
versity, in 1956.

Mrs. Louberta Maxwell, a 
popular Hamlin cook, shared 
one of her many recipes with 
others Monday evening when 
she demonstrated making hot 
rolls at an adult homemaking 
session at Hamlin High School. 
Mrs. Maxwell h is been mak­ 
ing the rolLs for sa long that 
she does not. make specific 
measurements, 
rather, 
she 
mixes the rolls by sight and 
feel. Her shortening measure­ 
ment, for instance, is “this 
much” 
on a wooden spoon. 
She did compile this recipe 
that other could follow. 
LOUBERT A’S ROLLS 
Mix: I c. hot mashed potatoes 
% c. shortening 
Vz c. sugar 
4 t. salt 
Bring I c. m i l k to a boil 
(do 
not let boil) and add to po­ 
tato 
mixture. 
Let cool 
Beat: 2 egg and add to potato 
mixture. 
Mix: % c. lukewarm water 
yeast cake 
Add to mixture. 
Stir in 6 to 7 cups sifted flour. 
Turn dough 
onto floured 
board and knead until nu long­ 
er sticky. Put in creased bowl 
and cover with a layer of wax­ 
ed paper and then a layer of 
foil, folding securely around 
bowl. Refrigerate until about 
four hour- before baking time. 
Dough keep well up to fhrre 
days.

“Please, sir, please make 
them release me,” the woman said as 
several held her. “My boy is drowning, 
and they will not let me go to save 
him!” One of those holding her yelled: 
“It would be madness; she will jump 
into the river and drown herself.” 
The young man threw off his coat, 
sprang to the edge of the bank, scann­ 
ed tor a moment the rocks and whirl­ 
ing currents, and then, catching a 
glimpse of the boy, plunged into the 
roaring rapids. 
“Thank God,” the 
mother said. “he will save my boy!” 
Everyone watched as the young would- 
be rescuer fought the rocks and the 
whirlpools. Twice the rescuer disap­ 
peared from sight only to come back. 
He w'as nearing the part of the river 
that was the most dangerous. The rush 
of the waters was so dangerous at that 
spot that no one had ever dared ap­ 
proach it, even in a canoe. Into the 
middle of it he went. Finally he grab­ 
bed the boy, lifted him above the water 
with his strong right arm. But at that 
moment those standing on the bank 
cry in horror. Both the youth and 
child shoot over the falls and vanish 
rn the -teething waters below. 
Following a deadly few seconds, the 


mother shouted. “There they are! See! 
They are safe!" Soon the youth, ex­ 
hausted, and the boy, senseless, reach­ 
ed the bank. The friends were there 
to meet them. “God will give you a 
reward,’’ solemnly spoke the grateful 
woman. “He will do great things for 
you in return for this day’s work, and 
the blessings of thousands beside mine 
shall be yours.” 
We call it courage, that thing that 
made the youngster do what he did. 
When others refused, were afraid, 
calico it hopeless, he leaped into the 
waler without thought of any danger 
he may face. One thing raced in his 
mind above everything else — there 
was another human who needed help. 
Courage is a wonderful thing. It is 
something that you don’t normally 
get overnight. You have to work at it, 
make it a way of life. The Carpenter 
had it, too, you know. He was a Man 
who inspired others with His courage. 
When they threatened Him with bodi­ 
ly harm. He stood fast. When they 
gave Him a choice between a lie or a 
cross, He chose the cross and Truth. 
Oh. I nearly forgot. The woman’s 
prediction about the young man prov­ 
ed correct. Some thirty-nine years 
later he was installed as the first Presi­ 
dent of the new- country, the United 
States of America. His name was 
George Washington.

Their decisions as to 
whether they are willing to 
foot the bills with additional 
taxes will come through the 
ballot when they vote for or 
against constitutional amend­ 
ments at the special election 
tm August 5. 
As for welfare .. the welfare 
groups face a do-or-die effort 
to boost the welfare benefits 
ceiling from $60 million to 
$80 million a year.

As for wages . . . legisla­ 
tors and legislative leaders 
have

repellent or by spraying an undi­ 
luted repellent on the clothing. 
After possible attack by chig­ 
gers, take a bath as soon as possi­ 
ble; then apply a dab of antiseptic 
to each of the welts. This will kill 
any chiggers not removed by the 
bath, and it aids in preventing in­ 
fection, noted the entomologist. 
Destroying the chiggers reduces 
the itching, but it does not stop it. 
The fluid injected by tile chigger 
causes the itching. No practical way 
of removing chiggers has been found 
and no treatment is known that will 
give permanent relief from the itch­ 
ing. 
To obtain temporary 
relief 
apply a local anesthetic. 
In the home lawn, chiggers can 
be controlled with either dust or 
spray formulations. The dusts rec­ 
ommended are carbaryl 
(Sevin), 
chlordane, lindane, sulfur or toxa- 
phene. 
The sprays recommended 
are carbaryl (Se vin), di az in on , 
dieldrin, lindane or toxaphene.These 
materials should be applied to grass 
and ground litter where chiggers 
are present.
